Fire Razes Brother’s Home 


Frank Hutchison, well known} 


Dlba young ian, was burned to 
ceath about seven o'clock Sunday 
evening when flames destroyed the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Tem Hutchi- 
son, Frank was alone in the 
home at the time of the tragedy, 
and it is supposed that he was 
asleep and on awakening was over- 
come by the smoke and flames be- 
fore he could eseape from the 
burning building. 

Mr. and Mrs, Tom Hutchison 
had left the home only a short 
time before to visit in the home 
of Mr, and Mrs. J. V. Wright just 
across White Water creek. When 
the fire was discovered Mr, Hutchi- 
son, knowing that his brother was 
in the building, rushed to the bed- 
room to awaken him but could 
not find him, Others also made 
a search of the room and at first 
it was thought that he had es- 
caped. Intense heat and falling 
walls prevented searchers making 
& thorough search of the house, 
After the flames had somewhat 
subsided a thorough search of the 
ruins revealed the charred body 


of the young man in another por- 
tion of the house, indicating that 
he had made an effort to escape 
before being overcome, 

The home “yas completely dez 
stroyed, with all of the Hutchison 
family’s household and personal 
effects. The origin of the fire has 
not been determined. 

Frank, who was 29 years of 
age, was popular with a wide cir- 
cle of friends and his tragic death 
brings deep sorrow to the family 
and people of the city generally. 
Surviving are his mother, Mrs. 
Wstelle Hutchison, a sister, Mrs, 
J. V. Wright,. a brother, Tom 
Hutchison, of Wiba, and another 
brother, W. L. Hutchison, of 
Bufaula, 

Funeral services were held Mon- 
day morning at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs, Wright, with Minister 
Jas, C, Dixon officiating. Inter- 
ment was in Evergreen Cemetery. 
Active pallbearers were William

GARDBENING—Last week I told) 
you how to plant and fertilize 
your beets and Wnglish peas, I 
trust that you have already plant- 


sons stated in that article, There 
are a few other things which I 
would like to say to you about 
your first spring garden and Um 
hoping that I'm not too late with 
it. I’m a great believer in turnip 
greens, tender greens and Japa- 
nese turnips. T doubt that we can 
have too many of these vegetables 
if they are timed so as to come 
all the time, We have already 
planted tender greens, purple top 
turnips and Japanese turnips, I 
would like to give you my ideas) 
about how to plant and fertilize 
these crops, In the first place you 
should pulverize your soil well and 
should do so several times before 
planting. I like to have my rows 
about two feet apart and, of 
course, I like a lot of cow lot fer- 
tilizer, Your tender greens will 
use more cow lot fertilizer than 
will your turnips. The best way 
io to lay off your row and then 
fill it full of cow lot fertilizer, I 
do not mix the soil with the fer- 
tilizer under my turnips, I like 
for the fertilizer to be right there 
all the time, You do not need any- 
thing’ under your tender greens 
but cow lot fertilizer but it is dif- 


| 


ferent with your turnips. Your 
turnips need some potash and 
some phosphate. Use oak ashes 


for potash if you cannot do het- 
ter, If you do not have phosphate 
at this time of the year it will 
do fine to grow your turnips with- 
out any phosphate. Please re- 
member that all vegetables grow- 
ing a green top need only ammonia 
as a fetrilizer while those making 
a fruit or root need potash and 
phosphate also. 
1 * * * . 

CABBAGE—I have had quite a 
number of inquiries about the 
planting of cabbage. I’m glad to 
tell you what I know about this 
vegetable and how to grow it, 
Now is the time to put out some 
early cabbage, I suggest that you 
run your rows Hast and West and 
that yon throw up a high bed over 
your drill full of cow lot fertiliz- 
er, Use a common hoe to knock 
off the South side of each bed so 
your plant will be near your fer- 


the bed there for a shield against 
the cold North wmd. You can and 
should rake around each plant 
with a small garden rake but do 


not tear down that bed. Your 
pkints will live and do well if 
planted in this way. 

I do not have any recommenda- 
tions to make as to the variety 
of cabbage to be used. We try 
to get an early cabbage for the 
first planting, Two rows across 
your garden will give you all you 
will need until your next age 
come in, However, do not forget 
to plant two other rows for your 
neighbors, as most of them will) 
not have any cabbage when yours 
is ready, Your farm hands will 
also trade you out of some of 
your early cabbage. I do not be- 
lieve in too many cabbage, as 


most families do not eat very many 
cabbage, but I do believe in hav- 
ing them and in having them reg- 
ularly, If you wish to sell a few 
rows of cabbage you can do so if 
you will put them out now. A 
good farmer will have a little of 
most everything to sell early, If 
your cabbage are not ahead of 
the average in your community 
you need not plant them except 
for your own use, I suggest that 
you put out two rows for your) 
own use and two rows for the 
neighbors at the present time and 
that you begin getting ready to 
put out about the same amount on 
the 14th of February, There is 
no excuse for any farmer not hav- 
ing all the cabbage his family can 


use during the spring months. 
Three simple rules will get the 


cabbage and they are: put them 
out early, fertilize heavy and 
work them fast. If you are not 
supplying your family with all the 
cabbage they need you are falling 
that far short of making them a 


- ” * * * 
ONIONS—The writer is not a 
very strong believer in onions as 
I cannot eat them. I do like 
onions as a flavor for many dish- 
es. However, I feel that every 
farm family should have onions in 
the garden all the year, If you 
will put them out and work them 
as you do your cabbage you will 
have all the onions you need, How- 
ever, your onions need more 
phosphate and potash than does 
your cabbage. I think that the 
common Bermuda onion is the best 
variety to be used in this section, 
The only point I would like to 
make about onions is that you 
should put them out now and 
then put out some more later. 
A good farmer has onions in his 
garden most all the year, You 
might check up on yourself as to 
whether or not you are a good 

farmer, 

” * * * * 

SWEET CORN—There are very 
few farmers in this section who 
plant sweet corn, I cannot even 
imagine why we are so indifferent 
to such a fine table food but most 
of us have never planted any sweet 
corn, I would suggest that you 
plant some and that you plant it 
now. If you will plant a few 
rows now it is entirely possible 
that you will have fresh corn on 
your table in April. It is not so 
lifficult to grow it if you will 
nly use a little common sense 
‘bout planting, fertilizing and 


should run Bast and West and 
your furrow should be filled with 
cow lot fertilizer, Then open a 
furrow in the Souch side of the 
bed with a scooter or a small 
warden hoe, Try to dig into 
where the cow lot fertilizer is if 
you can as the seed corn should 
be in the fertilizer. Plant the 


eorn thick but as soon as it comes 
up thin it out so it will stand 
about one foot apart in the drill, 
As soon as you thin it out put a 
pinch of nitrate of soda by each 
hilt of corn, After the cold weath- 
ev is over for good or as soon as 
you feel that your corn will not 
be killed by frost put soda around 
it again and this time you should 
put owt about as much to each hill 
“as you would to your field corn, 
Be sure to stir the soil around 
each hill of corn after each rain 
but do not tear the bed down, as 
it protects your corn from the 
cold, After the cold has gone you 
should cultivate it as you do other 
corn but be sure that you do not 
break any of the roots. Sweet 
corn is very early and will stand 
a lot of cold but it requires a lot 


of fertilizer and it requires fast 
work, as it matures in about 90 
days. Sweet corn requires about 


twice as much fertilizer as does 
your early dent corn if you are 
to make good corn, Every good 
farmer in this seetion should grow 
enough sweet corn for two or 
three messes and T would like to 
see you in that class of farmers 
who really grow things for home 
consumption, If you will carry 
cut my instructions T’ll be glad 
te pay for your seed if you do 
not make some corn, Why not 
try it one time and if it works 
you may keep it up the rest of 
your life,

AN ORDINANCE 

Be Tt Ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of the City of 
Biba, Alabama, ‘Mat: 


WHERBAS, there is now being 
operated in the City of Elba, Ala- 
bama, an electric plant and sys- 
tem, by the Alabama Water Ser- 
vice Company, & corporation under 
the laws of Alabama, for the dis- 
tribution and sale of electric en- 
ergy to the said City, and to the 
inhabitants thereof, and said com- 
pany is operating said plant and 
system, and is using the streets 
alleys, and public ways of said 
City for such purposes; and, 

WHEREAS, said Company was 
heretofore the owner of a fran- 
chise from said City, authorizing 
the operation thereof in said City 
which franchise expired on Octo- 
ber 10, 1985; and, 

WHERBAS, said Company has 
applied to the City of Elba for the 
grant of a franchise to operate 
said system in said City, and to 
use the public streets, alleys, ways, 
bridges, and public places in con- 
nection with the operation of said 
plant and system, and City is de- 
sirous of granting such a fran- 
chise; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT OR- 
DAINED by the Mayor and City 
Council of Elba, Alabama, as 
follows: 

(1). In consideration of the 
benefits that will acerue to the 
City, and the inhabitants thereof, 
and in further consideration of the 
benefits accruing to the City under 
the provisions specifically set forth 
in this franchise ordinance, The 
Alabama Water Service Company, | 
a corporation organized under the 
laws of Alabama, its successors, 
and assigns, hereinafter referred 
to as Company,” is hereby given 
and vested with the right, authori- 
ty, easement, privilege and fran- 
chise to construct, erect, install, 
renew, repair, maintain, operate 
and conduct in said City a plant 
or plants, business, and system 
for the manufacture, transmission, 
sale and distribution of electric 
current and electric energy into, 
through and to said City and to 
the inhabitants thereof, and in the 
vicinity thereof, and for all pur-

(2). The said Company is here- 
by further given and vested with

bridges, and publie places in said 
City as they now exist or may

(4). Whenever the Company 
shall cause any opening or altera- 
tion to be made in any of the 
streets, avenues, alleys, ways, 
bridges or public places in said 
City for the purpose of installing, 
maintaining, operating, or repair- 
ing any poles, towers, conduits, 
cables and other appliances, the 
work shall be completed within a 
reasonable time and the Company 
shall, upon the completion of such 
work, restore such portion of the 
streets, avenues, alleys, wiys, 
bridges or other publie places to 
as good condition as it was before 
the opening or alteration was so 
made. 

(5). The Company shall hold 
the said City harmless from any 
and all liability or damages re- 
sulting from the negligence of the 
Company in the _ construction, 
maintenance or operation of said 
poles, towers, conduits, wires, ca- 
bles, and other appliances, 

(6). The Company may, from 
time to time, declare, make and 
enforce reasonable rules and regu-

condition to the furnishing of its 
services to any such person, firm 
or corporation, 

(7). In the event the supply 
of electric energy should be in- 
terrupted or fail by reason of ac- 
cident or otherwise beyond the 
control of the Company, the Com- 
pany shall restore the service 
within a reasonable time, and such 
interruption shall not constitute 
a breach of the franchise, nor of 
the contract contained in Section 
(11) hereof, nor shall the Company 


(8), The Company shall install 
and maintain, free of charge, 
moters for measuring current, and 
shall have free access to the prem- 
ises of the consumer, from time 
to time, for the purpose of read- 
ing, repairing, testing and main- 
taining the meters and appurten- 
anees, Such meters and appurten- 
ances shall remain the property of 
the Company. 

(9), The Company shall have 
the right to discontinue the fur- 
nishing of electric current to any 
person, firm or corporation who 
fails or refuses to pay therefor in

(10), The rates charged for 


eleetrie energy furnished hereun- 
cer shall at all times be subject 
fo alteration, regulation and re- 
vision by the Alabama Public 
Service Commission, 

(11), City agrees, and Compa- 
ny, by the acceptance of this fran- | 
chise agrees, and each shall be 
bound as follows: 

(a) City will purchase only 
from Company and will pay for! 
and Company will furnish to City, 
for a period of six years and six 
months from the date upon which 
this ordinance becomes effective, 
and therafter from year to year 
vntil City shall give to Company 
at least twelve months written 
notice of its intention to terminate 
this contract, all of the electric 
current and energy necessary to 
illuminate all of the street lights 
forming the street lighting sys- 
tem of City consisting of forty- 
five (45) lights as nov, installed 
end located, and as the same may 
hereafter be installed and located, 
which said lights are owned by 
Company, and also all of the or- 
ramental white-way system now 
owned by City consisting of 
{twelve (12) lights, as the same 
are now or may hereafter be lo- 
eated, together with all additions 
and extensions to either of said 
systems. The said lights now com- 
posing said systems, and the loca- 
tion of each of such lights are 
clearly shown on a map made by 
Company and filed with the City 
Clerk, as provided in subdivision 
(c) of this Section (11), The rates 
which City shall pay for electric 
current and energy furnished here- 
under are particularly prescribed 
in subdivision (c) of this Sec- 
tion (11). 

(b) Company will install such 
additional street lights, upon order 
of the City requesting the installa- 
tion, as may be reasonably nec- 
essary to meet the changing needs 
of the City, provided that any ad- 
ditional lights so ordered shall be 
located not more than five hundred 
feet from the nearest street light- 
ing circuit of Company. New 
lights so installed shall be imme- 
diately subject to all of the terms 
and conditions hereof, It is fur- 
ther understood and agreed that 
if, after any such light is once 
located, City shall desire it moved 
at any time to a new location, 
Company upon the receiving from 
City all cost and expense of moy- 
ing such light, will move the same 
to such new location, providing 
such location is along the existing 
local distribution lines of Company.

17. The Mayor of City or his 
successors in office is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered, upon the 
acceptance of this Franchise Or- 
dinance by Alabama Water Ser- 
vice Company, or at any time 
thereafter so long as the said 
Franchise Ordinance shall remain 
in force and effect, to execute and 
deliver, for and in the name of 
the City, and in its behalf, a con- 
tract. with Alabama Water Ser 
vice Company, which contract 
shall embody the terms, conditions 
and provisions of this franchise 
ordinance, or any vart thereof.

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Sanitary Survey Shows Elba 


Needs Better Sanitation; City 
Urged To Lend Helping Hand 


DOING YOUR PART 


During the past week your 
County Health Department has 
made a sanitary survey for the 


purpose of ascertaining the sani- 
iry status of every dwelling in 
iba and environs, and to deter. 
mune just what improvements (if 
any) are needed at each home to 
assure good sanitation with re- 
Sultant protection of public health, 
Also a history of the following 
diseases for the past two years 
was asked of each family: malaria, 
Brill’s fever, dysentery, colitis, 
diarrhea, and typhoid; and the fol- 
lowing information is presented 
herewith for your consideration: 

There are 421 dwellings in Hlba, 


housing 2,189 people. Of these 
421 dwellings, 18z are provided 


with good sanitation, One hundred 
eighty-nine homes have need for 
repairs to the existing sanitary 
Structures, and 100 need new sani- 
tary pit toilets or sewer connec- 
tions, There have been 225 cases 
of malaria during the past two 
years with a loss of 8,584 days 
ume, Five persons have suffered 
with Brill’s fever for a combined 
period of 107 days. And dysentery 
and colitis have claimed $88 days 
time from 20 persons and result- 
ed in at least one death, 

It is ditficult to estimate the 
damage represented by the above 
diseases because it,’ isn’t always 
the direct effect of these diseases 
which is most disastrous, Often 
a seemingly mild sickness may 
lower one's body resistence so that 
& more deadly disease may take 
hold ana kill the person, though 
little thought will be given to the 
forerunner which made this pos- 
sible. However, do not, forget that 
any of these diseases mentioned 
above are in themselves gravely 
dangerous. If we attach some ar- 
bitrary valuation to the time lost 
by sickness (and disregard the 
harmful after-effects) we may ar- 
rive at an evaluation of what these 
diseases have cost us in dollars 
and cents. With an average of 
$2 a day to cover loss of time, 
doctor bills, medicine, ete., malaria 
has cost us $7,168, Brill’s fever 
$214, and the intestinal disease 
group $776 and the life of at least 
one person, 

The next question is: What can 
we do about it? We can prevent 
95 per cent of these diseases from 
occurring and we can do this with 
& total cost of less than one-tenth 
of the malaria bill alone, ‘This 
protection which we desire and 
deserve as ,sitizens of Elba can be 
made permanent for a small cost 
plus YOUR COOPERATION. 
Would you like to know how your 
family might be protected against 
typhoid fever, dysentery, diarrhea, 
hookworm disease, colitis and all 
the other intestinal diseases? Here 
is the way: Provide sanitation at 
every dwelling in Elba (water- 
flush toilets connected to a public 
sewer or sanitary pit toilets). This 
should be done 100 per cent to 
be effective, and to do this the 
City must, finance the installation 
at homes needing it and let the 
property owners repay the cost 
of installation in small payments 
extending over one or two years. 
Over a two-year period the cost 
of a sanitary privy should run 
about 75c per month (including 
carrying charges), which places it: 
within reach of all, 

Doesn't it seem a bit unfair for 
the city government to finance the 
street paving, water and sewer 
system for part of the town and 
leave the rest of the town to 
“root, hog or die?’’ The same con- 
sideration should be extended to 
all sections of the municipality; 
and just because the economic sta- 
lus of one section requires the 
use of pit toilets is no reason to 
expect that section to solve its own 
problems of sanitation unaided. 
It is no more logical to suppose 
that the Health Department (with 
the aid of the municipal police 
power but without financial agsis- 
tance) can build pit toilets than 
it is to suppose that it can build 
the entire sewer system with this 
power alone,

became president of the Troy Bank | 
and Trust Company. Later, he} 
became president and _ principal} 
stockholder in the Standard Tele-| 
phone and Telegraph Company, | 

Serving Dothan and many other 
cities and towns of Southeast Ala- | 
bama, and operating long distance | 
line from Troy to Dothan was the | 
company's principal field of ac-| 
tivity. | 

yovernor Henderson at one time | 
owned the Pea River Power Com-| 
pany, which later became the Ala-| 
bama Utilities Company. He was 
director and a large stockholder 
in the First Farmers and Mere 


chants National Bank, Alabama

ALABAMA TRAFFIC DEATHS 
REACH TOTAL OF 449 IN 1986 


Highway accidents took a toll 
of 449 lives in Alabama during 
1986, statistics from the State 


Highway Patrol show. 

Traffic crashes also put 85 per- 
sons in the hospital with serious 
injuries, and another 823 with 
slight hurts, the records showed. 

Alabama motorists spent $172,- 
191.50 in highway smash-ups in 
aamaged cars and hospital bills, 

Capt. Potter Smith of the High- 
way Patrol said Health Depart- 
ment statistics showed 502 traf- 
fic fatalities, but pointed out that 
this difference was due to the fact 
that all deaths from highway ac- 
were included in the de- 
figures, whether or not 
the accident occurred in Alabama, 
Statistics for the Highway Patrol 
listed Alabama accidents only. 

Captain Smith said he was op- 
posed to the present State law 
which does not set a speed limit 
on Alabama highways. 

“Fifty miles an hour is fast 
enough for anybody to drive,” he 
said, “Faster than that, a motor- 
ist cannot control his car in an 
emergency, 

“The law says as long as a car 
is driven ‘reasonably and prudent-

ly’ it may go at any speed. But 
it is neither reasonable nor pru- 
dent to drive at 60 or 70 miles

All ‘Work Sheet’ sign- 
ers, who have tenants, will be in- 
structed to bring the tenants along 
because all parties who grew crops 
on a farm covered by a “Work 
Sheet” must sign the Application 
for a Grant. 

As fast as farms were measured 
and the calculations made, the 
Agent's office sent to each “Work 
Sheet” signer a Survey Report 
which showed .the acreage meas- 
urements of all crops measured by 
the supervisor.
